Speeches By Hon. O. 8. Varian and 


Evening. 
Although the theatre was uncom- 
fortalily cold last evening, a good au- 


dience gathered in response to the 
call for a Republican meeting. 


The 


meeting was called to order at 7:45, 

and Hon. C. S. Varian appointed to 

the chair. Mr. Varian briefly address- 

ed the assemblage, calling attention 
to the importance of the issue to be 
decided in November. He said it was 
not a matter of personal choice be- 
tween the candidates, but a question 

of parties and principle. He declared 
that the election of Hancock would 
mean the elevation to power of the 
Southern Democracy. He reviewed 
the changes that have taken place in 

the vote of the South, ascribing them 
to the effect of Democratic bulldosing. 
In Alabama, which ia 1876 polled 
nearly 92,000 Republican votes, not a 
Republican vote was polled in 1878. 
In Arkansas 40,000 Republican ballots 
were cast in 1876 and now not one. 
Mr. Varian denounced the census 
frauds in the South, made in order to 
gain increased Democratic representa- 
tion in Congress. He showed that in 
the event of Democratic success next 
month a Democratic Supreme Court 
would result, and sketched the evils 
that would follow from such an impor- 


4 tant change. He closed with an elo- 


qnent appeal to the voters to support 
the Republican ticket, saying: “It is 
not the man, but the party and the 
Nation that calls upon you.” Judge B. 
C. Whitman, of Virginia, was then intro- 
duced as one of the first speakers on 
the Coast. 
JUDGE WHITMAN'S SPEECH. 


The Judge said he could appear in 
no higher or holier cause than that of 
the Republican party. It is necessary 
to the freedom of the whole world that 


the Repnblicen party should continue 
in power. The speaker reviewed the 
Republican State ticket, referring to 
Beatty asan upright, fearless and im- 
partial Judge,and to Daggett as a man 
unawed by no corporation, 4 fearless 
and ardent friend of the peeple. The 
speaker declared the Republican party 
to be the party of the power of the 
peopie, and its candidates for 
President and Vice-President are ill- 
ustrious exponents of all that is best 
in the party. Garfield and Arthur 
were eulogized in glowing terms. 
The speaker said that the personal 
character of Garfield needs no defense, 
pronouncing him the peer of any man 
in the United States. 

The Judge reviewed the history of 
the Republican party from the time it 
was called into existence when Buch- 
anan was saying there no power in 
the National government to coerce a 
sovereign State, up to the present 
He showed the folly of the Democratic 
argument fora change, and exposed 
the hollowness of the pretence that 
the Democratic party is the poor 
man’s party. The Republican was 
defined to be the party that acts and the 
Democratic party the party that pro- 
fesses. The Republican party is the 
party of principles; the Democratic 
the party of shams and pretences, 
with no fixed principles. The speak- 
er, in illustration, showed how the 
Democrats had stultified themselves 
by crying ‘‘fraud” for four years and 
then failing to nominate Tilden or 
Hendricks. He demonstrated the

The incline of the Sierra Nevada 
Wood & Lumber Co., at Lake Tahoe, 
will be finished in about two weeks. 
It will handle 300 cords a day. They 
‘have about a dozen cars that will hold 
a cord and a half each. The cable 
runs over the top of the car and 
hitches on top of the hind end. It is 
an endless cable of steel, an inch and 
an eighth in diameter. The engine is 
at the tap, and has 40 horse power. 
The wood is cut north of Cornelian 
Bay, a mile from the water. It is run 
in a flume to the ſoot of the incline, 
9 miles, then up the hill 1, 700 feet on 
the incline. Then it goes in a flume 
through the Water Co.’s tunnel to 
Lakeview cn the V. & T. R. R. A 
* steam saw mill that will average 

000 feet a day stands at the foot of 
the incline, half a mile from the lake 
shore. They have been cuttiag rail- 
road ties and a big lot of flume lum- 
ber. There is talk of building a rail- 
road along the shore of the lake to the 
north, where the company has fine 
timber. The railroad would be used 
for hauling logs, etc. The company’s 
works are all in Washoe county, and 
they employ about 60 men. That 
would be a bonanza for the office 
seekers. The registrar was over the 
other day and enrolled the voters. 
There has been a good wagon road 
built out to Franktown. It goes right 
past both ends of the tunnel. A trip 
over it is second only to a visit to 
Yosemite.
